TO  THE  GENERAL  HEALTH  COMMITTEE. 

Gentlemen, — I  beg  herewith  to  present  to  you  the  Eleventh  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  of  Salford,  namely,  that  for  the  year  1879. 

The  Local  Government  Board  have  recently  issued  instructions  as  to 
certain  information  which  will  for  the  future  be  required  in  the  annual 
reports  of  medical  officers  of  health,  whether  or  not  they  are  acting  under 
the  control  of  the  Board. 

Taking  these  instructions  as  a  model,  I  have  re-arranged  certain 
portions  of  the  present  Report,  so  as  to  comply  with  the  Board's 
requirements ;  thus  contributing  my  share  to  that  uniformity  which  I 
conceive  to  be  of  primary  importance  in  the  Sanitary  literature  of  the 
country.  The  task  of  revision  has  not  been  an  arduous  one,  for  it  has 
involved  little  more  than  a  re-modelling  of  the  information  which  for 
many  years  past  I  have  had  the  honour  of  submitting  to  the  Committee  ; 
and  as  no  modification  is  suggested  by  the  Board  in  the  statistical 
tables  hitherto  in  use,  these  will  continue  uniform  with  those  adopted 
in  my  previous  Report. 

I  gladly  embrace  the  present  congenial  opportunity  of  recording  my 
obligations  to  those  who  have  assisted  me  during  the  year  in  my  efforts 
to  improve  the  Public  Health,  Foremost  among  many  kind  friends,  I 
desire  to  offer  my  grateful  acknowledgments  to  the  Editors  respectively 
of  the  Manchester  and  Salford  press,  for  the  generosity  with  which  they 
have  at  all  times  placed  their  columns  at  my  disposal,  and  especially 
for  the  warm  interest  they  continue  to  manifest  in  the  cause  of  Public 
Health,  by  devoting  so  large  a  share  of  their  valuable  space  to  the 
publication  of  my  weekly  remarks  on  the  sickness  and  mortality  of 
the  Borough.

i. — Health  of  Salfoi'd  in  1879. 

I  am  privileged  to  report  that  the  Health  of  Salford  in  1879,  section  l 
as  estimated  by  the  general  mortality  during  the  year,  was  in  a  state  of  the 
more  satisfactory  condition  than  at  any  former  period  of  the 
eleven  years  during  which  the  Health  Committee  has  existed. 

The  evidence  of  steady  improvement  in  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  Borough,  revealed  by  the  statistics  of  the  two  preceding 
years,  has  been  fully  confirmed  by  those  of  the  year  now  under 
report;  and  the  Health  Committee  will  reflect  v/ith  satisfaction 
on  the  circumstance  that,  notv/ithstanding  the  existing  commercial 
depression  and  the  unseasonable  weather,  the  health  of  the 
Borough  during  the  last  three  years  has  shown  a  marked  and 
continued  improvement. 

The  average  death-rate  in  the  ten  years,  1864-73,  was  equal 
to  28-0  per  1,000  persons  living.  In  the  five  years,  1874-8,  it 
was  2 7  0  per  1,000  ;  and  in  the  year  1879  it  did  not  exceed  24*9. 

It  is  obvious,  therefore,  that  the  death-rate  of  our  Borough 
has  considerably  declined  of  late  years,  in  spite  of  the  consider¬ 
able  increase  of  density,  which  in  the  absence  of  the  counter¬ 
vailing  influence  of  sanitary  work,  would  have  greatly  increased 
the  mortality ;  and  that  compared  with  the  annual  average 
mortality  of  the  preceding  fifteen  years,  the  death-rate  of 
Salford  in  1879  has  decreased  by  fully  ten  per  cent. 

Dr.  Farr  has  shown  that  the  death-rate  increases  as  the 
density  of  population  increases  ;  and  that  the  law  of  increase  is  Relation  of  den- 
such,  that  for  every  increase  of  density  the  mortality  increases  sityto  mortality 
nearly  as  the  eighth  root  of  the  density. 

The  average  mortality  of  Salford  during  the  five  years  ending 
1869,  the  year  in  which  the  General  Health  Committee 
commenced  their  labours,  was  287  per  1,000,  v/hen  the  mean 
density  of  population  was  22*4  per  acre.  According  to  this  law 
the  mortality  of  Salford  in  1879,  when  the  density  has  increased 
to  34*4  per  acre,  should  have  been  30*2  per  1,000.  The  death-rate, 
however,  has  actually  decreased  by  13-3  per  cent.,  in  spite  of 
increasing  density.  It  was  24*9  in  the  year  1879.  It  follows,  Economy  ot  life, 
therefore,  that  a  saving  of  877  lives  has  been  effected  in  the 
year  1879  ;  and  the  Health  Committee  are  entitled  to  the  credit 
of  this  salvage. 
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Accepting  the  estimate*  of  Dr.  Farr  as  to  the  money  value 
of  human  life,—  an  estimate  by  the  way  which  has  never  been 
proved  incorrect,  we  find  that  the  life  saving  which  our  Health 
Committee  may  rightfully  claim  to  have  effected  in  1879 
represented  by  a  money  value  of;^i39,443.  Inasmuch  then  as 
this  sum  has  been  saved  to  the  country  by  the  expenditure  in 
Salford  of  about  ;f5,ooo  for  purposes  of  sanitary  administration, 
it  is  obviously  unjust  that  the  charge  of  extravagance  and  of 
fruitlessly  spending  money,  should  be  constantly  levelled  at  our 
sanitary  authority. 

In  congratulating  the  Health  Committee  on  this  cheering 
result  of  their  past  labours — -a  result  which  must  not  be  regarded 
as  accidental,  but  as  one  which  may  with  confidence  be  looked 
for  whenever  commensurate  sanitary  reforms  are  faithfully 
executed — I  would  nevertheless  warn  the  Committee,  that 
having  regard  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  much  of  the  property, 
and  of  the  population  in  the  poorer  districts  of  the  Borough,  it 
would  be  dangerous  to  rely  upon  this  reduction  of  the  deadi-rate 
as  necessarily  a  permanent  one,  and  to  interpret  it  as  a 
security  that  those  terrible  epidemics  which  in  former  years 
have  wreaked  such  havoc  amongst  our  poorer  Salford  brethren 
are  merely  things  of  the  past,  and  not  likely  to  return.  On  the 
contrary,  I  would  earnestly  entreat  the  Health  Committee  to 
persevere  with  even  greater  energy  than  heretofore,  in  those 
sanitary  undertakings  of  which  the  following  pages  indicate 
only  too  plainly  the  necessity,  feeling  convinced  that  future 
reports  will  emphasise  even  more  clearly  than  does  the  present, 
how  largely  the  people’s  health  is  influenced  by  the  sanitary 
surroundings  in  which  they  live,  and  how  extensively  those 
conditions  are  subject  to  municipal  control. 

So  marked  is  the  difference  in  the  death-rate  of  the  individual 
Wards  of  the  Borough  when  calculated  for  a  term  of  years,  and 
without  reference  to  township  relations,  that  the  sanitarian  who 
would  accurately  represent  the  healthiness  of  the  several 
districts,  must  disregard  municipal  combinations,  and  so  arrange 
the  grouping  of  the  Wards,  that  the  mortality  of  the  several 
areas  composing  each  group  shall  be  approximately  similar. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  whether  the  Wards  are  classed 
with  reference,  either  to  the  actual  rate  of  mortality  in  1879,  or 
to  the  average  rate  obtaining  during  the  preceding  five  years, 
the  order  of  grouping  remains  the  same ;  and  further,  as  an 
illustration  of  a  generally  accepted  law,  it  is  significant  that  the 
position  which  these  areas  occupy  on  the  scale  of  mortality,  is 
precisely  that  in  which  they  would  stand,  supposing  their  relative 


*  The  minimum  value  of  the  population  of  the  United  Kingdom,  men, 
women,  and  children,  is  ;!^I59  per  head  ;  that  is,  the  value  inherent  in  them 
as  a  productive  money-earning  race. 

As  land,  houses,  railways,  and  other  categories  in  the  Income  Tax 
schedules  are  of  value,  because  they  yield  annual  returns,  so  for  the  same 
reason  and  on  the  same  principle,  the  income  of  the  population,  derived 
from  pay  of  every  kind  for  professional  and  other  services  can  be  capitalised, 
not  precisely,  it  is  true,  but  sufficiently  near  to  the  true  value  to  show  that 
the  value  of  the  population  itself  is  the  most  important  factor  in  the  wealth 
of  the  country.

position  to  be  determined  with  reference  exclusively  to  sanitary  section  i. 
condition.  Table  E  on  page  54  shows  that  seven  of  the  Wards 
have  an  average  rate  above,  and  five  an  average  rate  below,  the 
mean  death-rate  of  the  Borough.  If,  therefore,  we  arrange  the 
Wards  into  three  groups,  in  the  order  of  their  mortality — 
beginning  with  the  lowest  on  the  scale — we  find  that  the  first  Mortality 
or  worst  group,  which  consists  of  Trinity,  Greengate,  Islington,  =3i‘5  per  ifooo 
and  St.  Matthias  Wards,  has  an  average  annual  mortality  equal 
to  3 1 *5  per  1,000  of  the  population;  that  the  second  group, 
consisting  of  Crescent,  St.  Stephen’s,  and  Ordsal  Wards,  has  an  =277 °per^  1,000 
average  rate  equal  to  27*7  per  1,000;  and  that  the  third  or  Group  iii 
best  group,  consisting  of  St.  Thomas,  Seedley,  Regent,  Kersal,  =2i'o  per  i.ooo 
and  St.  John’s  Wards,  has  an  average  mortality  equal  to  21*0 
per  1,000,  which  is  rather  less  than  the  normal  Life  Table  rate. 

It  will  be  instructive  to  trace  somewhat  in  detail  the  relation 
between  this  widely  varying  rate  of  death  in  different  portions 
of  the  same  town,  and  certain  conditions  which  are  believed  to 
regulate  it. 

My  successive  Annual  Reports  have  contained  statements  as 
to  such  injurious  conditions  as  existed  from  time  to  time,  and 
which  seemed  to  me  to  require  the  attention  of  the  Health 
Committee,  and  also  as  to  the  steps  which  the  Committee  have 
taken  for  their  removal.  The  present  Report  contains  an 
account  of  the  conditions  inimical  to  health  which  still  remain 
unremoved  ;  the  Health  Committee  will  therefore  see  at  a 
glance  what  are  the  principal  sanitary  works  requiring  their  SoSty^Se 
attention  during  the  coming  year.  And  I  may  state  generally,  mo^e^iia^nitSy 
that  the  localities  of  the  Borough  responsible  for  the  highest  districts, 
rates  of  mortality  are  precisely  those  in  which  sanitary 
abominations  most  abound. 


2. — Influences  injuriously  affecting  the  Pttblic 

Health. 

It  has  been  my  duty  from  time  to  time  to  draw  the  attention  section  ie 
of  the  Committee  to  the  wretched  habitations  of  the  poor  in  influents 
certain  of  the  lower  parts  of  the  Borough.  In  many  cases  the 
Committee,  on  my  advice,  have  ordered  the  improvement  of 
these  dwellings,  or  the  closure  of  them,  as  unfit  for  human 
habitation  ;  and  in  other  cases,  whole  blocks  of  such  property  p 
have  been  swept  away  for  street  improvements. 

I  am  convinced  that  our  relatively  low  position  in  the  Health 
Lists  of  England  is  due,  not  to  want  of  enterprise  or  of  energy 
in  prosecuting  sanitary  reform  on  the  part  of  the  Local 
Authority,  but  mainly  to  the  circumstance  that  Salford  has 
been  handicapped  in  the  race  for  health  by  a  much  greater 
proportion  of  unhealthy  areas  than  are  to  be  found  in  most  of 
the  other  towns  with  which  she  stands  compared. 
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In  consequence  of  the  incompetence  or  the  avarice  of  those 
who  are  responsible  for  the  architectural  errors  of  the  past, 
there  still  remain  in  Salford  several  groups  of  pest-houses  little 
better  than  the  notorious  Birtles’  Square,  now  happily  doomed 
to  demolition ;  and  it  is  because  of  the  existence  of  such 
wretched  dens  as  these — the  common  abode  of  bestial  filth, 
disease,  and  crime — that  the  sanitary  reputation  of  our  Borough 
continually  suffers  from  year  to  year.  These  unhealthy  areas 
cannot  be  improved  otherwise  than  by  absolute  demolition,  and 
I  trust  that  the  Corporation  will  not  rest  satisfied,  until  a  much 
larger  proportion  of  this  insanitary  property  shall  have  been 
effectually  dealt  with. 

I  wish  that  I  could  report  some  improvement  in  the  system 
which  at  present  exists  for  the  disposal  of  refuse,  and  the 
removal  of  excrement  from  the  yards  and  middens  of  the 
Borough.  I  am  bound  to  confess  that  the  Corporation  have 
done  their  best  to  reduce  the  evils  to  which  midden  privies 
inevitably  give  rise ;  and  with  this  end  in  view  have  caused  a 
large  number  of  them  to  be  drained  and  covered  so  as  to  keep 
out  the  rain.  But  I  am  fully  convinced  that  under  the  con¬ 
ditions  which  obtain  in  Salford  the  midden  system  in  any 
form — involving  as  it  does  the  storage  of  human  excrement  for 
weeks  and  months  in  close  contiguity  to  the  dwelling-houses, 
is  a  source  of  ill  health  to  the  inhabitants ;  and  I  trust  that  the 
day  is  not  far  distant  when  the  Corporation  will  see  fit  to 
grapple  with  this  huge  question  of  excrement  disposal^  with  a 
view  to  its  satisfactory  and  permanent  settlement. 

I  am  of  course  aware  that  in  attempting  any  reform  in  the 
closet  arrangements  of  property  which  has  been  constructed  in 
conformity  with  the  requirements  of  some  particular  system  of 
scavenage,  almost  insurmountable  difficulties  present  them¬ 
selves  ;  but  surely  this  does  not  apply  to  property  to  be  erected 
in  the  future  !  I  trust,  therefore,  that  with  respect  to  this  new 
property  at  least,  the  Health  Committee  will  seek  to  devise 
some  scheme  of  excrement  disposal  which  shall  at  any  rate  be 
free  from  nuisance,  and  which  shall  fairly  satisfy  the  require¬ 
ments  of  Sanitary  Science, 

In  a  special  report  recently  submitted  to  the  Health 
Committee,  I  adverted  to  an  objectionable  practice  adopted  by 
the  scavengers  in  the  collection  of  midden  refuse,  namely,  that 
of  depositing  on  the  surface  of  the  street  at  each  passage  end, 
the  contents  of  all  the  middens  to  which  the  passage  is 
common,  and  thus  contaminating  several  square  yards  of  the 
street  surface  with  liquid  ordure.  I  mentioned  to  them  that  in 
numbers  of  instances  I  had  been  a  personal  wfitness  to  the 
nuisance  thus  caused,  which  always  persisted  throughout  the 
next  day,  and  in  summer  time  for  a  much  longer  period,  and  I 
ventured  to  suggest  as  a  remedy,  that  the  Committee  should 
request  the  respective  Scavenging  Authorities  of  the  Borough 
to  make  arrangements  by  which,  instead  of  being  deposited  upon 
the  street  surface  as  at  present,  the  contents  of  the  barrows 
should  be  tipped  immediately  into  manure-carts  standing 
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conveniently  for  the  purpose.  As  this  desirable  reform  seemed 
to  involve  simply  a  lowering  of  the  manure-carts,  so  as  to 
facilitate  their  loading,  and  probably  some  modification  of  the 
barrows  used  in  the  removal  of  the  refuse,  I  was  hopeful  that 
the  Health  Committee  would  adopt  my  suggestion.  The 
Committee,  however,  considered  the  matter  at  the  time  imprac¬ 
ticable,  and  consequently  the  above-mentioned  nuisance  still 
continues.  Since  the  presentation  to  the  Committee  of  this 
Report,  I  have  consulted  Mr.  Jacob,  the  Borough  Engineer,  on 
the  subject,  and  as  he  fully  concurs  with  me,  not  only  as  to  the 
objectionable  character  of  the  nuisance  to  which  the  present 
practice  gives  rise,  but  also  as  to  the  practicability  of  the  means 
suggested  by  me  for  its  removal,  I  venture  to  ask  the  Com¬ 
mittee  to  reconsider  their  previous  decision,  and  to  direct  their 
attention  once  more  to  this  important  matter. 

A  most  objectionable  proceeding,  which  in  Salford,  as  in 
many  other  midden  towns,  has  been  permitted  for  years,  is  the 
deposit  of  house  refuse  on  land,  with  a  view  to  the  formation  of 
sites  for  house  building.  It  is  well  known  that  even  with  the 
best  precautions,  houses  built  on  such  foundations  are  never 
healthy,  and  the  statement  that  made  land  of  this  kind  settles 
down  and  causes  the  walls  of  the  buildings  to  crack  and  give 
way,  has  been  recently  verified  in  a  certain  portion  of  the 
Borough,  where  a  number  of  houses  built  on  land  thus  made 
up,  have  suffered  serious  damage  from  the  giving  way  of  the 
foundations,  consequent  upon  decomposition  of  the  subsoil.  I 
am  pleased  to  note  that  the  Salford  Scavenging  Committee 
have  recently  made  provisional  arrangements  for  the  burn¬ 
ing  of  all  such  refuse  as  cannot  be  disposed  of  for  manure, 
and  I  am  assured  by  the  Chairman  of  that  Committee,  that  if 
the  experiment  proves  successful,  all  the  refuse  of  the  Salford 
District  will  henceforth  be  similarly  treated,  and  therefore  ren¬ 
dered  innocuous. 

There  is  little  doubt  that  the  air  pollution  which  is  so  notice¬ 
able  in  many  of  the  lower  and  older  districts  of  Salford,  is  largely 
due  to  filth-contamination  of  the  ground  itself  on  which  the 
houses  stand,  and  of  the  soil  subjacent  to  the  yards  and 
passages  in  their  immediate  vicinity.  This  contamination 
appears  to  result  from 

1.  The  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  drainage. 

2.  The  imperfect  paving  of  the  yards  and  passages. 

3.  The  soakage  of  excrement  from  the  leaky  middens. 

1.  No  reliable  information  appears  to  be  on  record  as  to  the 
sewerage  of  the  older  parts  of  Salford,  but  many  of  the  drains 
which  have  been  examined  by  the  present  Borough  Engineer 
have  been  found  to  be  in  a  deplorable  condition;  they  are  con¬ 
structed  of  pervious  brick,  and  are  only  in  a  trifling  degree 
self-cleansing. 

2.  The  yards  and  passages  are  in  many  cases  paved  with 
bad  flagging,  or  with  cobble  stones,  gaping  joints  being  left 
through  which  the  sewage  percolates ;  so  that  the  soil,  which  is 
necessarily  absorptive,  becomes  supersaturated  with  every

description  of  liquid  filth,  and  this  being  unable  to  run  away, 
lies  festering  within  a  few  inches  of  the  surface,  ready  to  pour 
forth  its  pestilential  vapours  on  the  first  return  of  a  sufficient 
temperature. 

3.  The  old  leaky  middens,  or  cesspits,  which  abound  in  such 
localities,  contribute  a  large  share,  and  that  of  the  most 
injurious  description,  to  the  general  subsoil  contamination. 
The  combined  result  of  the  above-mentioned  defects  is,  that 
the  land  on  which  the  bulk  of  our  worst  class  of  property  stands 
is  thoroughly  sewage  sodden  ;  the  soil,  reeking  with  the  accu¬ 
mulated  pollution  of  scores  of  years,  emits  into  and  around  the 
dwellings  of  the  poor,  effiuvia  which  are  at  once  disgusting  to 
the  senses,  and  most  prejudicial  to  health. 

The  Intercepting  Sewer,  now  practically  complete,  will 
doubtless  effect  a  great  improvement  in  the  areas  to  which  its 
influence  immediately  extends  ;  but  inasmuch  as  most  of  the 
older  property  of  Salford  is  but  imperfectly  drained  in  detail, 
and  consequently  the  soil  is  irretrievably  filth  sodden,  I  am 
convinced  that  no  sanitary  measure  short  of  total  demolition 
of  this  property,  will  be  of  any  permanent  advantage  to  the 
public  health  of  the  district  in  which  it  is  situated. 

On  many  occasions  during  the  year  I  have  found  it  necessary 
to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Committee  to  a  nuisance  arising 
from  the  manholes^'’  which  form  a  direct  communication 
between  the  public  sewers  and  the  streets.  I  have  received 
the  unsolicited  testimony  of  several  Salford  practitioners  as  to 
the  reality  of  the  nuisance  thus  caused — the  medical  attendant 
in  more  than  one  instance  expressing  his  conviction  that  his 
patient  has  suffered  seriously  in  consequence  of  the  undue 
proximity  of  these  sewer  inlets.  Knowing  what  I  do  of  the 
normal  condition  of  the  Salford  sewers,  it  has  always  appeared 
to  me  an  objectionable  procedure  in  any  case  to  establish  a 
conifuimication  between  them  and  the  atmosphere  of  the  streets.  In 
the  narrower  streets  and  courts,  of  which  there  are  so  many  in 
Salford,  the  system  is  undoubtedly  a  most  pernicious  one ;  and  I 
take  this  opportunity  of  repeating  my  suggestion,  that  the 
Health  Committee  should  consider  how  far,  in  the  interest  of 
the  public  health,  they  are  justified  in  permitting  its  continuance. 

Out  of  620  separate  observations  of  the  Smoke  emitted  from 
the  factory  chimneys  of  the  Borough  during  the  year,  37  cases 
occurred  in  which  the  Health  Committee  felt  called  upon  to 
prosecute  offenders  against  the  Local  Acts  for  the  Prevention  of 
Smoke  Nuisance.  In  26  of  these  cases  the  offence  was  that  of 
using  furnaces  not  so  constructed  as  to  burn  their  own  smoke  ; 
in  the  remaining  ii  the  parties  were  convicted  of  negligently 
using  furnaces  which  had  been  properly  constructed.  The 
condition  of  the  Salford  atmosphere  as  regards  smoke  pol¬ 
lution  is  certainly  far  from  satisfactory ;  but  the  reduction  in 
the  smoke  nuisance  which  has  hitherto  been  effected  by  the 
action  of  the  Health  Committee  is  very  considerable,  and  will 
doubtless  encourage  them  to  further  endeavours  in  the  same 
direction.

There  is  no  doubt  that  much  unnecessary  suffering,  and 
many  preventable  deaths,  are  caused  by  the  inability  or  the 
neglect  of  the  poor  to  secure  competent  medical  aid  during 
sickness.  Although  it  is  of  course  impossible  to  ascertain 
accurately  the  extent  in  which  the  sick  poor  thus  suffer,  we  are 
nevertheless  in  possession  of  trustworthy  information  as  to  the 
number  of  persons  dymg  'whh.owt  medical  attendance.  Of  the 
4,495  deaths  recorded  during  the  year  under  report,  4,091  were 
certified  by  registered  medical  practitioners,  219  by  the 
Coroner,  and  185  persons  died  without  proper  medical  attend¬ 
ance.  The  percentage  of  uncertified  deaths  still  continues  to 
be  very  high  in  Salford ;  this  results  from  the  lax  state  of  the 
law,  which  not  only  fails  to  control  unqualified  practice,  but 
imposes  no  sufficient  supervision  on  the  burial  of  persons 
dying  unattended. 


The  proportion  of  uncertified  to  total  deaths  in  Salford 
during  1879,  was  equal  to  4*1  per  cent.,  and  thus  compares 
favourably  with  1877  and  1878,  in  which  years  the  proportions 
were  5*7  and  5*5  respectively. 


As  might  have  been  expected,  the  proportion  of  uncertified 
deaths  varies  greatly  in  the  different  divisions  of  the  Borough, 
being  of  course  the  highest  amongst  the  thriftless  and  the  poor. 
In  the  Greengate  Registration  Sub-District,  the  proportion  of 
Proportion  of  uncertified  deaths  was  the  highest,  being  equal  to  6-9  per  cent, 
diffemrndistricts  of  the  total  deaths  in  Trinity,  and  to  7-2  per  cent,  in 
of  Borough.  Greengate  Ward  of  that  district.  The  proportion  did  not 
exceed  2*9  in  Seedley,  and  2*6  in  St.  John’s  Ward. 

And  if  the  rate  of  uncertified  deaths  at  all  ages  is  thus  shown 
to  vary  in  the  several  districts  of  the  Borough,  still  more  do  we 
find  that  the  rate  differs  where  the  mortality  of  children  of 
tender  years  in  the  various  districts  is  compared.  Thus,  the 
proportion  of  certified  deaths  to  total  deaths  under  one  year,  is 
89-6  in  Pendleton,  89-0  in  Broughton,  and  87*4  in  Regent 
Road  ;  whereas  it  does  not  exceed  79-6  in  Greengate  District. 
This  shows  a  wide  difference  as  regards  the  amount  of  care 
bestowed  on  infants  at  this  early  age  in  the  several  districts  of 
the  town.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

It  is  now  generally  acknowledged  that  the  sanitary  condition 
of  a  district  is  most  satisfactorily  tested  by  a  statement  of  the 
mortality  prevailing  amongst  children  under  5  years  of  age.  And 
it  is  an  invariable  rule,  that  wherever  a  heavy  general  death-rate 
is  prevalent,  there  will  also  be  found  an  excessive  proportion  of 
deaths  at  this  early  age. 

Table  B  shews  that  in  the  5  years  ending  1873,  the  rate  of 
mortality  of  infants  under  i  year  old,  per  1,000  births, 
averaged  193  per  1,000.  In  the  succeeding  5  years — viz., 
1874-8,  it  averaged  180  ;  whilst  in  the  year  1879  it  fell  to  170 
per  1,000 ;  against  151,  the  average  rate  of  the  20  towns  of  the

Registrar  General,  and  148  in  London.  Great,  however,  as  has  section  ii. 
been  the  decrease  of  infantile  mortality  in  recent  years,  the  ^ 

Salford  rate  under  this  head  still  compares  very  unfavourably 
with  that  of  the  other  large  towns  of  the  country,  not  one  of 
which,  with  the  exception  of  Leicester,  is  credited  by  the 
Registrar  General  with  an  equivalent  infantile  mortality.  Table 
B  affords  also  the  means  of  estimating  the  difference  in  mor¬ 
tality  amongst  children  under  5  years  in  1879,  as  compared 
with  former  years;  and  Table  E,  the  means  of  comparing 
this  with  the  corresponding  rate  of  mortality,  according  to 
the  English  life  table  standard.  This  table  shows  that  of  the 
24*9  deaths  per  1,000  which  took  place  in  1879,  nearly  one- 
half  were  children  under  5  years  of  age.  Out  of  every  1,000 
children  living  at  the  age  o — 5  years,  during  the  decade  1869-78, 
there  died  from  all  causes  94  on  the  average.  In  the  year 
1879  the  mortality  per  1,000  was  87,  which  is  equal  to  a 
decrease  of  nearly  8  per  cent.  In  so  far  then  as  there  is  a 
decrease,  in  spite  of  increasing  density,  we  have  reason  to  be 
thankful ;  but  if  we  adopt  the  English  life  table  standard,  and 
compare  with  it  the  Salford  rate  of  death,  even  in  1879,  we  find 
that  our  rate  at  this  age  is  higher  than  it  ought  to  be  by  nearly 
32  per  cent.  ! 

Unfortunately  the  means  are  not  available  for  comparing 
with  our  own  Borough  rates,  the  death  rate  at  this  age  in  the 
20  large  English  towns ;  but  the  Registrar  General’s  Forty- 
first  Report  furnishes  an  opportunity  of  comparing  the  mean 
rates  at  this  age  in  17  of  these  towns  during  the  years  1873-77. 

On  page  xxxvi.  of  that  Report  we  find  that  the  mean  death 
rate  in  the  17  towns  for  the  above  period  is  82*6  per  1,000;  we 
find  also  that  7  are  below  the  mean,  and  10  above  it,  including 
amongst  the  latter,  Salford,  with  a  mean  rate  of  94*2,  or  I3’9 
per  cent,  in  excess  of  the  average  rate  of  those  towns,  and  43*3 
per  cent,  in  excess  of  the  life  table  rate. 
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The  followmg  table  gives  the  Deaths  occurring  under  one  year  of  age  from 
all  causes.,  and  from  eleven  specified  causes,  per  i,ooo  children  born  in  the

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SECTION  III. 


j. — Causes  and  Origin  of  Disease. 

In  order  to  ascertain  the  origin,  causes,  and  distribution  of  Distribution  of 
preventible  disease,  and  with  a  view  of  keeping  myself  informed  disease, 
as  to  the  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  Borough,  I  have 
allotted  to  each  Registration  Sub-district,  one  or  more  Sanitary 
Inspectors,  whose  duty  it  is  to  keep  themselves  thoroughly 
conversant  in  detail  with  the  sanitary  condition  of  every  house, 
yard,  passage,  and  privy  within  their  respective  districts. 


With  this  end  in  view,  each  Inspector  when  not  engaged  in  House  to  house 
duties  connected  with  infectious  disease,  is  required  to  make 
a  house  to  house  inspection  of  his  district,  noting  in  the  course 
thereof,  and  entering  in  his  diary  according  to  prescribed  form, 
particulars  as  to  the  situation,  accommodation,  number  of 
inmates,  drainage,  water  supply,  and  privy  accommodation  of 
each  house  visited.  This  system  of  house  to  house  inspection 
and  registration  has  been  in  vogue  here  for  some  years,  and 
consequently  there  exists  at  the  present  time  in  this  office  a 
detailed  register  of  about  five- sixths  of  the  houses  in  the  Boroughf 


Sanitary  register 


It  is  difficult  to  overestimate  the  administrative  value  of  such 
a  record  as  this,  in  case  of  infectious  disease  occurring  in  any 
house  or  in  a  particular  district  of  the  Borough  ;  for  inasmuch 
as  the  register  reveals  at  once  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  house 
or  property,  a  clue  is  thereby  furnished  in  the  majority  of  cases, 
as  to  the  probable  cause  of  the  disease,  and  thus  subsequent 
special  enquiry  is  greatly  facilitated. 

In  consequence  of  my  possessing  an  intimate  knowledge  of 
every  part  of  the  Borough,  obtained  by  official  connection  with 
it  for  nearly  eight  years  ;  the  daily  communications  and  reports  officer, 
of  the  Inspectors,  and  my  frequent  personal  inspections  in  special 
cases  at  their  request,  would  probably  suffice  to  keep  me 
sufficiently  informed  as  to  the  conditions  injurious  to  health 
which  exist  from  time  to  time ;  but  in  addition  to  this,  I  am  in 
the  habit  of  making  personal  inspections  of  the  various  parts  of 
the  Borough,  so  as  to  assure  myself  that  no  insanitary  conditions 
remain  undetected  by  the  Inspectors;  and  generally  to  confirm 
the  opinion  I  have  formed  upon  their  daily  reports  as  to  the 
sanitary  condition  of  the  several  districts.

Sa, — hifectious  Disease. 

Each  Sanitary  Inspector  is  requested,  in  the  course  of  his 
duties,  to  be  constantly  on  the  alert  for  the  discovery  of  in¬ 
fectious  disease,  and  when  discovered,  to  report  the  cases  to  me 
without  delay.  He  is  also  required  to  furnish  particulars  con¬ 
cerning  the  sanitary  condition  of  each  infected  house,  and  the 
circumstances  of  the  patient.  It  is  the  further  duty  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  to  use,  or  to  recommend,  whatever  disinfec¬ 
tants  may  be  necessary  during  the  progress  of  the  disease  ;  and 
on  its  termination  to  secure  the  thorough  cleansing  and 
disinfection  of  the  clothing  and  bedding  with  which  the  infected 
patient  has  been  in  contact.  In  cases  where  the  friends  permit 
or  desire  it,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  superintends  the  removal  of 
patients  to  the  Fever  Hospital,  in  which  case  the  bedding,  &c. 
is  removed  by  him  to  the  Hospital  yard  and  stoved,  and  the 
walls,  ceilings,  and  floors  of  the  rooms  occupied  by  the  patient 
are  thoroughly  dressed  with  a  strong  solution  of  caustic  soda. 
Details  of  the  action  of  the  Inspectors  under  this  Section 
during  1879  will  be  found  on  page  32. 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors  have  discovered  the  existence  of 
609^  cases  of  dangerous  infectious  disease  during  the  year;  they 
have  procured  the  removal  of  360  cases  to  Hospital,  and  the 
disinfection  of  the  houses,  bedding,  &c.  in  each  case. 

WILTON  HOSPITAL  FOR  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

During  the  year  under  consideration,  307  patients  have  been 
admitted  into  the  Wilton  Hospital,  making  together  with  the 
number  treated  from  the  opening  of  the  Hospital  in  1876  up  to 
the  end  of  1878,  not  less  than  868  admissions.  The  accom¬ 
panying  table  shows  the  diseases  from  which  the  patients 
suffered  on  admission. 


*  This  number  does  not  include  Whooping  Cough  or  Diarrhoea.  As  there 
is  no  doubt  that  at  least  7,000  infectious  cases  occurred  during  the  year, 
the  figures  in  the  text  show  how  difficult  it  is,  in  default  of  compulsory 
powers,  to  obtain  information  as  to  the  whereabouts  of  infection.

conpiications  of  complicated  : — Of  the  seven  fatal  cases  of  Enteric  Fever,  x 
were  complicated  with  Pneumonia  and  i  with  Meningitis. 

Of  the  40  fatal  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  13  were  Anginose 
and  4  were  malignant  cases — 8  died  of  Albuminuria,  6  of 
Glandular  Abscess  and  Pyoemia,  2  of  Cancrum  Oris,  and  i  each 
of  Pneumonia  and  Erysipelas.  Of  the  13  fatal  Measles  cases, 
1 1  died  of  Dysenteric  Diarrhoea  and  Broncho-pneumonia,  and  2 
died  of  Meningitis.  With  one  exception  all  these  children 
were  under  two  years  old.  Of  the  remaining  15  deaths,  7  were 
due  to  Tubercular  Disease,  6  to  Pneumonia,  and  i  to  Meningitis. 
It  should  be  noted  that  15  of  the  above  fatal  cases  were  moribund 
on  admission.  Five  of  them  died  within  two  days  of  admission, 
6  within  three  days,  and  4  within  four  days  of  their  reception 
into  Hospital, 


^  r  I  am  gratified  in  being  able  to  report  that  the  Health 

houses  for  Committee  have  decided  to  demolish  such  a  number  of  the 
extension  of  ^  , 

site.  houses  belonging  to  them  on  the  north  side  of  the  Hospital,  as 

will  allow  of  its  effective  isolation,  and  also  provide  sufficient 
room  for  the  erection  of  a  separate  administration  department. 
As  soon  as  the  Committee  see  their  way  to  accommodate  the 
officers  and  servants  of  the  Institution  in  a  suitable  building 
within  the  hospital  enclosure,  we  shall  have  additional  accom¬ 
modation  for  at  least  twenty  cases  in  Wilton  House,  added  to 
which  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  administration  of  the  hospital 
will  under  such  circumstances  proceed  much  more  satisfactorily 
than  at  present. 

Since  my  last  Report,  the  Committee  have  completea 
arrangements  with  the  Monsall  Authorities  for  the  admission  to 
their  Hospital  of  any  Salford  infectious  cases  in  excess  of  the 
number  which  we  can  conveniently  accommodate  at  Wilton 
House.

The  total  Fever  Hospital  accommodation  now  at  the  disposal 
of  Salford  is  not  less  than  220  beds  ;  and  when  powers  for  the 
compulsory  notification  of  infectious  disease  shall  have  been 
obtained  by  the  Corporation,  I  am  satisfied  that  the  Salford 
accommodation  for  infectious  disease  will  be  sufficient  to  fully 
meet  the  probable  needs  of  the  Borough  for  many  years  to 
come.

4, — Causes  Influencing  the  Spread  of  Infection. 

I  have  only  too  strong  reason  to  fear  that  our  Elementary 
Schools  are  in  some  instances  unwittingly  the  agents  of  the 
spread  of  Infectious  Diseases  in  the  Borough.  It  is  well 
known  that  the  remuneration  of  a  schoolmaster,  or  mistress, 
depends  either  directly  or  indirectly  upon  the  regularity  with 
which  the  children  attend  school,  and  as  a  consequence  every 
effort  is  made  to  secure  as  complete  an  attendance  as  possible  ; 
but  unfortunately  this  pressure  has  the  undesirable  effect  of 
causing  children  convalescing  from  contagious  disease  to 
return  to  school  long  before  they  are  free  from  infection,  and  as 
a  result,  disease  of  this  class  runs  riot,  especially  among 
children  of  the  schoolgoing  age.  The  remedy  for  this  is, 
obviously,  to  enact  that  when  the  absence  of  a  child  from  school 
is  caused  by  infectious  sickness  at  home,  such  absence  should 
entail  no  pecuniary  loss  to  the  teachers  or  school  pro¬ 
prietors.* 


*  I  am  glad  to  note  that  very  recently  one  of  Her  Majesty’s  Inspectors 
of  Schools  has  made  allowance  for  absence  in  a  case  where  a  number  of 
children  were  absent  from  a  Salford  Day  School  on  account  of  infectious 
sickness.  I  hope  his  wise  course  may  be  generally  followed.

Shortly  before  Whitsuntide  the  services  of  the  Health  De¬ 
partment  \vere  called  into  requisition  in  a  case  where  scarlatina 
had  attacked  the  two  children  of  a  Salford  dressmaker.  The  house 
was  but  a  small  one,  consisting  of  only  one  room  downstairs  in 
addition  to  the  shop ;  and  in  this  room,  where  the  two  patients 
lay,  apparently  dying  of  malignant  scarlatina,  I  noticed  at  least 
a  dozen  suits  of  children’s  clothing  which  were  in  course  of 
preparation  for  the  Whitsuntide  holidays,  and  which  the  dress¬ 
maker  informed  me  she  was  about  to  send  home  as  soon  as 
completed  to  their  respective  owners.  Fortunately  I  became 
aware  of  this  state  of  things  in  time  to  prevent  the  dressmaker 
from  carrying  out  her  intention,  and  thus  in  all  probability 
distributing  a  terrible  disease  to  a  dozen  different  homes.  All 
the  clothes  were  by  my  direction  conveyed  to  a  suitable  place 
and  stoved,  the  house  and  shop  were  subsequently  cleansed  and 
disinfected,  and  thus  a  probably  terrible  spread  of  the  disease 
was  checked. 


^.—Advice  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the 

Committee, 

My  advice  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  sought  during 
the  latter  part  of  the  year,  as  to  the  best  means  of  effecting  the 
removal  of  human  remains  from  the  site  on  which  the  Bruns¬ 
wick  Chapel,  Pendleton,  now  stands — a  faculty  for  such  removal 
having  been  obtained  from  the  Secretary  of  State.  The  bodies, 
21  in  number,  were  removed  under  my  superintendence  from 
their  former  resting-place,  and  re-interred  in  a  convenient 
situation  without  the  occurrence  of  the  slightest  nuisance,  and 
the  ground  has  since  been  replaced  and  built  upon. 

I  also  made  a  special  communication  to  the  Committee, 
advising  them  to  require  the  adoption  by  the  Scavenging  Com¬ 
mittees  of  an  improved  system  of  house  refuse  collection.  The 
general  tenour  of  the  suggestions  made  is  given  on  page  12. 

I  presented  to  the  Health  Committee  according  to  request,  a 
special  report  on  Public  Abbatoirs  ;  the  report  set  forth  the 
present  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  private  slaughter-houses 
of  the  Borough  ;  it  recommended  the  Committee  to  discontinue 
their  use,  and  in  their  place  to  obtain  powers  for  the  com¬ 
pulsory  adoption  of  the  Public  Abbatoir  System.  For  further 
remarks  on  this  subject  see  page  41. 

I  would  again  express  the  hope  that  the  Committee  will 
shortly  see  their  way  to  establish  this  great  public  convenience 
in  Salford,  and  so  do  away  with  the  present  nuisance  of  the 
private  slaughter-house. 


Advice  of  Medical  Officer  as  to  Framing  of  Bye-laws. 
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In  my  last  Report  I  drew  the  attention  of  the  Committee  to  section  vi. 
a  public  want  which  has  been  long  felt  in  Salford — I  refer  to  As  to  mortuary 
that  of  a  public  mortuary  where  the  bodies  of  persons  found  ‘accommodation, 
dead,  or  of  those  requiring  decent  shelter,  might  be  placed, 
either  for  the  convenience  of  relatives,  or  to  await  the  Coroner’s 
inquest.  Hitherto  the  Committee  have  not  seen  their  way  to 
supplying  this  public  need,  and  I  therefore  take  upon  me  once 
more  to  ask  their  attention  to  the  matter,  in  the  hope  that 
during  the  coming  year  they  may  see  fit  to  provide  this  neces¬ 
sary  accommodation. 

In  the  month  of  May,  1879,  I  gave,  according  to  the  terms  of 
the  Act,  a  medical  certificate — which  has  since  been  fully  acted  ^ 
upon  by  the  Committee — to  the  effect  that  the  property  in  ^  Birties’ 
Greengate,  consisting  of  some  57  houses,  and  known  as  Birtlds  Square  property. 
Square^  was  in  a  state  dangerous  and  injurious  to  health.  The 
certificate  also  stated  that  the  whole  property  ought  to  be 
demolished  as  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

I  certified,  under  the  Local  Act,  that  two  houses,  numbered  As  to  houses 
8  and  10,  The  Wallness,  Pendleton,  were  respectively  unfit  habitaSon.'^'”^^ 
for  human  habitation.  These  houses  were  consequently  closed 
by  order  of  the  Health  Committee, 


6. — Advice  of  Medical  Ojfcer  as  to  framing  of 

Bye-laws, 

I  would  again  draw  the  Committee’s  attention  to  the  urgent 
need  which  exists  in  Salford,  that  compulsory  powers  should  as  to  framing 
be  promptly  obtained  for  the  notification  at  this  office,  of  bye-iaws 
dangerous  infectious  disease.  Since  the  issue  of  my  last 
report,  several  Sanitary  Authorities  have  applied  for  and 
obtained  such  powers,  although  some  of  them  were  without 
Hospital  provision  for  the  isolation  of  cases  requiring  it.  Now,  For  compulsory 
it  is  notorious  that  there  are  few,  if  any,  towns  in  the  Kingdom  [nfecUous°” 
better  supplied  than  is  our  own  with  Hospital  accommodation ;  disease, 
and  I  constantly  deplore  the  fact  that  Salford,  with  so  high  a 
death  rate  from  infectious  disease,  and  so  complete  a  Hospital 
for  its  treatment  and  isolation,  should  be  so  tardy  in  applying 
for  those  powers  without  which  no  Fever  Hospital  can  ever  be 
fully  effectual.  The  one  is  the  necessary  complement  of  the 
other,  and  we  shall  never  be  able  to  derive  a  tithe  of  the  benefit 
which  our  Fever  Hospital  is  capable  of  rendering,  until  we 
provide,  under  penalty,  for  the  early  notification  of  those 
diseases  which  the  Hospital  is  designed  to  eradicate.  I  also 
think  that  the  Corporation  should  acquire  power  to  temporarily

close  any  school  in  the  Borough,  on  their  being  satisfied  that 
such  school  is  instrumental  in  the  spread  of  infectious  disease 
amongst  the  children  in  attendance.  In  another  part  of  this 
Report*  I  have  shown  at  least  one  good  reason  why  the  Corpo¬ 
ration  should  possess  this  power. 


7. — Outbreaks  of  Infectious  Disease, 

Both  Scarlet  Fever  and  Measles  were  very  prevalent  during 
1879,  especially  during  the  first  half  of  the  year.  Measles 
prevailed  in  quite  an  epidemic  form  during  the  latter  part  of 
1878  and  the  first  few  months  of  1879,  and  in  consequence 
partly  of  the  severity  of  the  weather,  the  mortality  in  proportion 
to  the  reported  attacks  was  heavy ;  but  apart  from  this,  the 
disease  itself  was  characterised  by  a  special  malignancy  of 
type — at  least  this  was  our  experience  of  the  cases  admitted  for 
treatment  at  the  Wilton  Fever  Hospital.  The  resources,  not 
only  of  the  Fever  Hospital,  but  also  of  the  Inspecting  Staff 
were  severely  tried  by  the  two  concurrent  epidemics  which 
prevailed  during  the  beginning  of  the  year.  These  resources 
however  proved  equal  to  the  task,  and  I  feel  confident  that  the 
ready  means  of  isolation  at  our  disposal  were  instrumental  in 
cutting  short  the  Scarlet  Fever  epidemic,  although  it  may  be 
doubted  whether  such  isolation  as  is  practicable  in  Salford 
can  have  much  effect  in  the  repression  of  Measles. 

As  typical  of  diseases  which  tax  to  the  uttermost  the  inge¬ 
nuity  of  sanitarians  to  discover  their  mode  of  origin,  we  may 
fairly  exemplify  Scarlet  Fever,  This  disease  is,  and  has  been 
for  many  years,  endemic  in  Salford.  Varying  from  year  to  year, 
and  month  to  month,  in  point  of  prevalence  and  of  fatality,  we 
are  never  free  from  it ;  and  out  of  every  1,000  of  our  popu¬ 
lation  living  under  5  years  old,  it  levies  its  heavy  average  toll 
of  5  deaths  per  annum.  I  quite  despair  of  being  able  to  control 
this  terrible  disease — the  scourge  par  excelleiice  of  our  large 
manufacturing  towns — so  long  as  we  ^  are  without  compulsory 
powers  for  the  registration  of  infectious  disease.  In  my  last 
Report,  published  in  1879,  I  endeavoured  to  collate  for  the 
consideration  of  the  Council  whatever  facts  were  available 
bearing  upon  the  spread  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  Salford.  The 
following  case  which  occurred  very  recently  will  serve  to 
indicate  one  of  the  means  by  which  this  and  other  infectious 
diseases  may  be  spread,  and  may  obtain  a  firm  footing  in  spite 
of  the  greatest  vigilance  on  the  part  of  the  Health  Department. 

The  fact  of  a  sharp  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  having  some¬ 
what  suddenly  occurred  in  a  district  of  the  Borough  which  had 
previously  been  fairly  free  from  the  disease,  rendered  necessary 
a  careful  investigation  by  this  department.  For  many  days  the 


^'Page  23. 
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District  Inspectors  were  engaged,  together  with  myself,  in  section  vii. 
trying  to  find  out  the  origin  of  the  disease  ;  in  the  course  of 
which  investigation  many  fresh  cases  were  discovered,  but  for 
some  time  we  were  utterly  foiled  in  our  attempts  at  tracing  the 
epidemic  to  its  source.  At  length,  however,  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  obtained  information  that  a  case  of  Scarlet  Fever 
existed  at  a  pawnshop  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  the 
affected  district,  which  is  a  very  poor  one.  A  personal  inspec¬ 
tion  of  this  establishment  revealed  the  following  particulars  : — 

The  premises  in  which  the  pawnbroking  trade  was  carried  on 
consisted  of  three  rooms  on  the  ground-floor,  the  outer  two  of 
which  were  used  as  clothes  stores  and  shop,  and  the  inner  one 
as  a  living  room  ;  but  here  also  large  quantities  of  pawned 
bedding,  &c.,  were  deposited  for  want  of  room  elsewhere.  In 
this  inner  room  I  found  a  child  recovering  from  Scarlet  Fever, 
her  skin  was  desquamating  profusely,  and  she  was  sitting  at 
the  time  of  my  visit  within  a  yard  of  large  quantities  of  bedding 
which  in  all  probability  would  be  taken  out  of  pawn  on  the 
following  Saturday.^  There  was  free  access  between  this  room 
and  the  two  outer  rooms  ;  in  fact,  the  whole  establishment  was 
little  else  than  one  long  apartment,  but  very  imperfectly  divided 
into  three  by  thin  partitions.  The  persons  engaged  in  attend¬ 
ance  on  the  child  were  also  employed  in  the  business  of  pawn¬ 
broking,  and  must  of  necessity  have  handled  the  clothes  which 
were  constantly  coming  and  going  in  the  ordinary  way  of 
business.  Under  these  circumstances,  and  I  have  no  reason  to 
believe  them  exceptional,  it  is  not  difficult  to  divine  how  the 
disease  was  spread.  It  was  fortunate  that  we  were  able,  even  checked  by 
at  so  late  a  period,  to  put  a  stop  in  this  instance  to  the  further 
distribution  of  infection  by  means  of  pawned  clothes.  I  owe  it 
to  the  kindness  of  the  medical  attendant  in  this  case,  that  on  my 
suggestion  the  patient  was  at  once  cautiously  removed  from 
the  pawnshop  to  a  place  of  safety.  We  were  therefore  able  to 
thoroughly  disinfect  the  house,  and  the  whole  of  the  stock-in- 
trade  j  which  feat  being  accomplished,  the  spread  of  the  fever 
was  promptly  checked.  The  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
to  which,  in  all  probability,  the  above  case  gave  rise,  cannot  be 
accurately  stated,  but  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  not  less 
than  a  dozen  cases  were  either  directly  or  indirectly  attributable 
to  this  source. 


*  It  should  be  mentioned  that  in  the  lower  neighbourhoods  of  Salford, 
poor  people  are  in  the  habit  of  pawning  such  of  their  clothes  as  they  can 
spare  early  in  each  week,  taking  them  out  again  on  the  Saturday  when  the 
weekly  wages  are  received.  This  practice  is  the  rule  in  many  poor  quarters 
of  the  Borough,  and  it  is  easy  to  see  how  it  may  tend  to  the  diffusion  of 
infection  under  such  circumstances  as  those  above  detailed.

8. — Sanitary  Inspection. 

The  Health  Committee  have  placed  under  my  superinten-  section  viii 
dence  six  Sanitary  Inspectors,  five  of  whom  are  engaged  in  Duty  of 
searching  for  infectious  disease  and  in  securing  the  abatement  of  inspectors, 
nuisances  injurious  to  health  ;  and  the  sixth  is  detailed  for 
special  duty  under  the  Adulteration  Act,  and  also  to  enforce  the 
bye-laws  for  the  prevention  of  smoke. 

The  Inspectors  attend  at  the  Health  Office  every  morning  Hours  of 

.  ^  attendance  at 

from  9  to  10  a.m.,  for  the  purpose  of  reporting  their  proceed-  Health  office 
ings  of  the  previous  day,  and  taking  my  instructions  thereupon. 

This  hour  has  been  selected  for  the  attendance  of  the  Inspectors, 
in  order  to  meet  the  convenience  of  Public  who  may  wish  to 
see  the  Inspectors  on  business,  or  to  obtain  their  aid  for  the 
abatement  of  nuisances  or  for  the  removal  of  patients  to 
Hospital.  Each  Inspector  is  provided  with  a  diary  in  which  he 
enters,  day  by  day,  a  detailed  account  of  his  visits,  of  the 
nuisances  and  of  the  infectious  diseases  which  he  has  discovered 
in  his  district,  and  of  any  other  matters  to  which  he  wishes  to 
draw  my  special  attention.  He  also  keeps  another  book  called 
the  House  to  House  Inspection  Book,  in  which  he  enters  all 
necessary  particulars  as  to  the  sanitary  condition,  drainage,  and 
water  supply  of  the  various  houses  in  his  district. 

The  following  table  gives  a  detailed  account  of  the  work  of  Summary  of 
the  Inspectors  during  the  year,  showing  the  number 
inspections  made,  and  of  the  notices  served,  together  with  par¬ 
ticulars  of  the  work  done  in  obedience  to  our  requirements  :  —

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This  table  shows  that  24,883  inspections  were  made  during  section  viii 
the  year;  that  4,797  notices  or  letters  were  served  requiring  the 
abatement  of  nuisances  ;  and  that  in  obedience  to  them,  4,700 
separate  sanitary  works  were  carried  out  by  the  property 
owners  of  the  Borough. 

In  addition  to  this,  74  parcels  of  infected  clothing  were 
stoved  or  destroyed  by  the  officers  of  this  department;  518 
samples  of  food  were  purchased  for  analysis  ;  438  animals  re¬ 
moved  from  improper  situations  ;  and  in  16  cases  overcrowding 
of  dwelling-houses  was  abated  in  consequence  of  the  action  of 
the  Inspectors.

METEOROLOGY. 

As  in  past  years,  Mr.  Jenkins  of  this  depai^tment  has  con¬ 
tinued  to  record  his  daily  meteorological  readings  at  the  Salford 
Observatory  ;  the  instruments  belonging  to  which  have  recently 
been  more  suitably  accommodated  in  a  new  turret,  which  now 
stands  in  Bexley  Square,  on  the  site  formerly  occupied  by  the 
unsightly  hut  which  has  hitherto  done  duty  for  an  observatory. 

I  have  again  to  record  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Rev.  Thos. 
Mackereth,  of  Bolton,  for  continuing  his  weekly  reductions  -of 
the  Salford  daily  readings — a  service  which,  it  is  due  to  Mr. 
Mackereth  to  say,  he  performs  gratuitously. 

It  is  also  my  pleasing  duty  to  record  my  thanks  to  Mr. 
Alderman  W.  H.  Bailey,  of  this  Borough,  for  the  liberality  with 
which  he  has  presented  to  the  Health  Department  a  costly 
invention  of  his  own,  styled  “The  Autographic  Wind  Re¬ 
corder.’^  By  means  of  this  instrument  I  am  able  to  publish  a 
daily  chart, ^  showing  the  variations  of  the  wind  during  the 
previous  24  hours.

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The  principle  upon  which  the  instrument  works  is  simply  a  section viii 
modification  of  that  according  to  which  the  several  forms  of  Principle  of 
temperature  recorders,  and  the  various  tidal  indicators  are  construction, 
constructed.  The  drum  upon  which  the  chart  is  placed,  is 
caused  to  rotate  by  mechanism  in  connection  with  the  eight- 
day  clock  in  the  Town  Hall  corridor.  The  vane  which  actuates 
the  pencil  on  the  chart  also  indicates  the  direction  of  the  wind 
upon  a  dial  which  is  placed  immediately  above  the  clock  face, 
so  that  the  time  of  day,  and  the  direction  of  the  wind,  can  be 
observed  simultaneously,  and  from  the  same  stand-point. 

The  weather  during  the  whole  year  was  excessively  cold  and 
cloudy.  The  mean  temperature  recorded  at  the  Salford  Obser-  temperature, 
vatory  during  the  entire  year  did  not  exceed  45*8°  :  it  was  con¬ 
siderably  below  the  average,  and  lower  by  2-9  degrees  than  the 
mean  temperature  of  the  coldest  year  (1870)  of  the  past 
decennium  1869-78. 

The  first  quarter  of  the  year  showed  a  mean  temperature 
considerably  lower  than  that  recorded  in  the  corresponding 
quarter  of  any  year  since  the  establishment  of  the  Salford 
Observatory.  It  did  not  exceed  36-8  Fahr.,  and  was  therefore 
4'5  degrees  in  defect  of  the  average  temperature  in  the  corre¬ 
sponding  periods  of  the  last  ten  years. 

The  second  quarter  of  the  year  was  cold,  dreary,  and  sunless. 

The  mean  temperature  was  48’2  which  is  the  lowest  recorded 
in  any  previous  June  quarter,  and  is  in  defect  of  the  ten  years’ 
average  by  3*3  degrees. 

The  mean  temperature  of  the  third  quarter  of  the  year  was 
also  the  lowest  on  record  ;  but  the  temperature  of  the  Sep¬ 
tember  quarter  of  1877  only  exceeded  it  by  0*4  of  a  degree. 

Compared  with  the  corresponding  quarters  of  the  previous  ten 
years  the  mean  temperature  of  the  third  quarter  of  1879  was 
2’5  degrees  in  defect  of  the  average. 

The  mean  temperature  of  the  fourth  quarter  of  1879,  com¬ 
pares  somewhat  more  favourably  with  its  predecessors.  It  was 
41*8  degrees  Fahr.,  which  is  2  degrees  in  defect  of  the  average, 
but  it  was  slightly  higher  than  the  temperature  of  the  corre¬ 
sponding  quarter  of  1878. 

The  Rainfall  during  the  53  weeks  of  the  year  measured  30‘65  Rainfall, 
inches.  It  was  less  by  two  inches  than  the  rainfall  of  1878, 
and  by  nearly  6  inches  than  the  average  annual  quantity 
measured  in  the  previous  ten  years.  This  seems  strange,  in 
face  of  the  fact  that  in  London  the  1879  rainfall  was  6  inches 
in  excess  of  the  average  amount  measured  annually  in  the  last 
64  years. 

The  rainfall  during  the  first  quarter  of  1879  Pleasured  5*6 
inches,  which  is  nearly  2|  inches  less  than  the  average.  The 
measured  rainfall  at  the  Greenwich  Observatory  during  the 
same  period  of  time  was  7’0  inches. 
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Meteorology,  Births,  Deaths,  and  Mortality  from  Certain  Prevalent  Diseases 

FOR  EACH  Week  of  1879. 
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In  the  second  quarter  the  rainfall  in  Salford  measured  7 
inches,  which  is  almost  exactly  the  average  amount  for  the 
June  quarter.  The  rainfall  at  the  Royal  Observatory,  Green¬ 
wich,  was  again  in  excess  of  the  quantity  registered  in  Salford, 
and  amounted  to  10*3  inches. 

The  rainfall  of  the  third,  or  September  quarter  of  the  year, 
was  i2'i  inches;  it  exceeded  the  ten  years  Salford  average  by 
li  inches,  and  was  likewise  in  excess  of  the  amount  measured 
at  Greenwich  by  nearly  half  an  inch. 

In  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  the  measured  rainfall  in 
Salford  amounted  to  5*9  inches  only;  it  was  therefore  4*8 
inches  in  defect  of  the  Salford  average.  It  exceeded,  however, 
the  amount  registered  in  Greenwich  by  3*6  inches.

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  upwards  of  eleven  and  a-half  tons 
of  unsound  meat,  presumably  intended  for  the  food  of  man, 
were  destroyed  by  the  officers  of  this  department  during  the 
year.  In  many  of  the  above  cases  the  meat  was  voluntarily 
given  up  to  the  Inspector,  and  consequently  no  prosecution 
followed.  The  table  on  page  33  gives  the  number  of  persons 
summoned  for  offering  unsound  meat  for  sale. 


10. — Sanitary  Bye4aws^  action  under. 

There  are  10  common  lodging-houses  in  the  Borough,  these 
have  been  regularly  visited  by  the  Inspector,  who  takes  care 
that  attention  to  cleanliness  and  ventilation  is  duly  observed, 
and  that  any  case  of  infectious  disease  is  at  once  removed  and 
isolated.

SECTION  X. 


As  to  houses 
sublet  in 
lodgings. 


There  are  250  registered  houses  sublet  in  lodgings.,  which  as  such 
are  amenable  to  the  bye-laws  of  the  Corporation,  but  do  not 
come  under  the  regulations  applicable  to  common  lodging- 
houses.  These  houses  have  been  regularly  visited  by  the 
Inspector,  and  the  keepers  generally  have  been  found  to  have 
complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act  as  to  general 
cleanliness,  accommodation,  &c.  Four  of  these  lodging-house 
keepers,  however,  were  found  to  have  been  guilty  of  over¬ 
crowding  their  houses,  and  were  consequently  summoned  before 
the  magistrates  and  fined.  During  1879  only  two  cases  of 
infectious  disease  occurred  in  theTegistered  lodging-houses  of 
Salford,  and  these  were  promptly  removed  to  the  hospital. 
Thirty-eight  persons  were  summoned  before  the  magistrates 
during  the  year  for  letting  lodgings  without  being  registered 
under  the  Act,  of  which  number  26  were  fined. 


As  to  private 
slaughter-houses 


There  are  41  private  slaughter-houses  in  the  Borough,  which 
require  the  unremitting  attention  of  the  Meat  Inspector,  who 
visits  each  slaughter-house  at  least  twice  a  week,  in  order  to 
secure  the  observance  of  sanitary  precautions,  and  to  hold  in 
check,  as  far  as  possible,  the  traffic  in  unsound  meat.  One 
person  was  summoned  under  the  bye-laws  for  permitting  blood 
from  the  slaughter-house  to  flow  into  the  sewer,  and  another  for 
neglecting  to  duly  cleanse  and  disinfect  a  cattle  truck. 


As  to  bake¬ 
houses. 


I  notice  with  regret  that  the  bakehouses  of  Salford  have  been 
removed  from  the  supervision  of  the  Health  Department.  From 
what  I  know  by  experience  of  these  houses,  I  am  confident 
that  this  change  is  a  retrograde  one. 


eowsheds. 


During  the  year  the  Dairies  a?td  Cowsheds  Regulation  Act 
As  to  dairies  and  Came  into  force,  and  accordingly  699  establishments,  answering 
’  "  more  or  less  closely  to  this  description,  were  registered  under 
the  Act  within  the  Borough  of  Salford.  This  Act  gives  the 
Local  Sanitary  Authority  power  to  enforce  regulations  controlling 
the  sanitary  arrangements  of  places  within  its  own  jurisdiction, 
concerned  in  the  sale  of  milk ;  and  so  far  as  the  milkshops  of 
Salford  are  concerned,  the  Act  will  enable  us  to  exercise  all 
needful  supervision.  But  it  is  well-known  that  the  principal 
and  most  pernicious  contamination  of  the  milk  supply  takes 
place  at  the  farm  from  which  it  is  derived,  and  that  there,  if  at 
all,  the  filthy  water  or  other  objectionable  matter  finds  its  way 
into  the  milk.  My  own  experience,  obtained  from  time  to  time 
by  local  inspection,  has  caused  me  to  form  an  opinion  the  reverse 
of  satisfactory,  as  to  the  sanitary  state  of  some  at  least  of  the 
dairy  farms  which  contribute  to  our  milk  supply ;  and  I  am 
convinced  that  until  we  have  a  much  better  guarantee  than  at 
present,  as  to  the  satisfactory  character  of  the  drainage  and 
water  supply  of  the  contributing  milk  farms,  it  would  be  unsafe 
And  consequent  to  rely  on  the  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  Act  as  furnishing  an 
IccSmp^sif  effective  defence  to  our  town  population,  against  the  importation 
with  the  milk  of  such  diseases  as  Typhoid  Fever,  &c.,  which 
are  known  to  be  frequently  thus  conveyed.

SECTION  XL 


private  slaughter-house  is  one  of  the  greatest  nuisances  at  p^j^ate 
present  existing  in  Salford.  Year  after  year  I  have  reported  slaughter- 
against  the  system  as  not  only  pernicious  to  health,  but 
brutalising  in  its  effect  upon  the  people,  especially  the  young, 
amongst  whom  these  establishments  are  placed. 


Last  year  I  prepared  for  the  information  of  the  Committee, 
and  published,  a  report  specifying  in  detail  the  locality  in  which  ^aSter-houses 
the  slaughter-houses  were  situate,  and  the  character  and  fitness 
as  regards  cubic  capacity,  drainage,  &c.,  of  the  accommodation 
provided.  I  found  that  independently  of  the  cattle  slaughtered  Number  of 
at  the  Cattle  Market  in  Cross  Lane,  no  less  than  812  animals  cattle 
on  the  average,  were  killed  every  week  in  localities  which  may 
fairly  be  described  as  being  in  the  very  midst  of  the  people.  I 
referred  to  the  facilities  which  the  mere  multiplicity  of  separate 
localities  for  cattle  slaughter  offers  for  the  disposal  of  unsound 
meat,  and  stated  my  conviction  that  the  localities  in  which  the 
private  slaughter-houses  of  Salford  were  placed  were,  with  a 
few  specified  exceptions,  utterly  unfit  for  the  purpose — due 
regard  being  had  to  public  health  and  to  public  decency. 

There  are  two  tanneries  in  Salford.  I  find  that  unless  great  Tanneries, 
care  is  exercised,  a  considerable  nuisance  is  apt  to  arise  from 
certain  stages  of  the  tanning  process.  The  undressed  skins  are 
liable  to  become  very  offensive  in  hot  weather ;  and  the  lime 
precipitate,  when  removed  from  the  bottom  of  the  vats,  gives 
rise  to  a  foul  stench,  which  at  times  is  almost  overpowering. 

The  owners  of  these  establishments  do  their  best  to  minimise 

the  above-mentioned  nuisances  at  all  times. 

There  are  twelve  establishments  for  the  manufacture  of  animal  Animal  oil 
oil  in  the  Borough,  and  the  circumstance  that  inmost  cases  the 
business  is  carried  on  in  small  and  scarcely  suitable  premises, 
renders  necessary  constant  supervision  by  the  Inspectors,  in 
order  to  prevent  the  occurrence  of  nuisance. 

The  process  of  rop  cleaning— iox  the  manufacture  of  cat  gut—  ^s°ab/i^hment. 
is  one  which  requires  constant  attention  on  the  part  of  the 
Inspectors.  The  intestines  are  frequently  suffered  to  become 
offensive  from  neglect ;  and  at  best  I  find  that  the  occupation  of 
rop  cleaning  is  a  most  objectionable  one  in  any  but  very  open 
situations,  far  removed  from  human  dwellings.  There  are  at 
present  four  such  establishments  in  the  Borough. 

Many  complaints  reach  us  from  the  neighbourhood  of  a  tallow  Tallow 
refinery  in  Greengate.  I  have  frequently  made  personal  visits 
to  these  works,  and  I  feel  convinced  that  whatever  nuisance 
occurs  is  the  result  of  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the  workmen. 

The  nuisance  arises  either  from  the  storage  of  over  kept  tallow, 
or  during  the  process  of  refining  the  fat  with  mineral  acid,  when 
stifling  fumes  of  acrolein  are  given  off  in  abundance,  which 
require  a  perfect  system  of  ventilating  flues  for  their  dispersion. 

There  are  three  other  tallow  refineries  in  the  Borough,  but 
neither  of  them  has  given  rise  to  perceptible  nuisance.

Soap  boiling 
works. 


There  are  three  soap  boiling  estahlishmeiits  in  the  Borough,  all 
of  them  situate  in  the  Pendleton  district.  They  have  never 
given  cause  for  complaint. 


Gasworks.  The  gas  works  of  the  Corporation,  three  in  number,  cannot 
but  be  considered  as  coming  under  the  description  of  a  noxious 
trade.  At  any  rate  they  give  rise,  at  times,  to  very  perceptible 
nuisance  and  annoyance  to  those  living  in  their  immediate 
vicinity.  The  principal  part  of  the  nuisance  is  caused  by  the 
process  of  firing  the  retorts,  large  quantities  of  the  densest 
smoke  being  poured  forth  into  the  surrounding  air  every  time  a 
fresh  charge  of  coal  is  inserted.  I  cannot  help  thinking  that 
the  Gas  Authorities  might  greatly  diminish  this  nuisance  by 
adopting  the  modern  system  of  mechanical  stoking,  which  has 
I  believe  proved  satisfactory  at  the  Rochdale  Road  Gas  Works, 
in  Manchester. 


Brickmaking  The  process  of  brickmaking  is  a  constant  source  of  annoyance 
to  the  people  of  Salford  and  of  perplexity  to  the  Health 
Department.  Although  the  bye-laws  of  the  Corporation  forbid 
the  burning  of  bricks  within  sixty  yards  of  any  inhabited  house, 
it  is  nevertheless  found  that  the  offensive  and  irritating  fumes 
to  which  the  process  gives  rise  are  capable  of  doing  considerable 
damage  at  a  much  greater  distance  than  the  limit  prescribed 
by  law.  There  are  no  less  than  seven  plots  of  vacant  land  in 
Salford  at  the  present  time,  where  this  business  is  constantly 
going  on,  and  I  do  not  hesitate  to  describe  it  as  a  nuisance 
,  injurious  to  heath. 


There  are  seven  chemical  works  in  Salford  at  present,  which 
are  largely  concerned  in  the  manufacture  of  dye  liquors  and 
mineral  acids ;  they  are  constantly  kept  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Inspectors,  and  with  the  exception  of  an  occasional 
accident  they  are  free  from  nuisance. 

There  are  three  paper  works  in  the  Borough,  one  of  which  has 
Paperworks  frequently  been  complained  of  as  emitting  sickly  odours,  which 
have  at  times  been  perceived  in  the  neighbourhood  in  which 
the  works  are  situate.  These  odours  probably  arise  during  the 
process  of  macerating  Esparto  Grass,  one  of  the  constituents  of 
the  kind  of  paper  principally  manufactured  at  this  establishment. 

In  addition  to  the  above  there  are  in  the  Borough,  eleven 
manuf'ctjri  s'  works,  four  vamisJi  manufactories.,  one  leather  cloth  manu- 

' factory^  two  floor-cloth  works,  three  india-rubber  works,  three 
glass  works,  two  tar  manifactories ,  one  large  sugar  refinery,  two 
leather  dressing  works,  one  fish  curing  establishment,  and  one 
copper  works. 

With  the  before-mentioned  exceptions,  I  have  had  little 
nuisance  to  complain  of  from  this  large  list  of  manufactories, 
and  I  thankfully  attribute  this  to  a  creditable  desire  on  the  part 
of  the  respective  proprietors,  to  give  as  little  trouble  as  possible 
to  the  Health  Department.

SECTION  XV. 

Area. — The  Municipal  Borough  of  Salford,  including  the  ^j.ea 
Townships  of  Broughton,  Salford,  and  Pendleton,  together  with 
a  detached  portion  of  Pendlebury,  contains  an  area  of  5,170 
acres,  or  rather  more  than  8  square  miles. 

Elevation. — The  population  of  Salford  resides  at  a  mean  Elevation, 
elevation  above  the  sea-level  of  about  140  feet.  The  maximum 
elevation  reached  by  any  portion  of  the  Borough  is  250  feet, 
and  the  minimum  85  feet.  The  low-lying  land  predominates 
in  extent  over  that  at  higher  levels. 

Inhabited  Houses. — In  the  middle  of  the  year  1879  there  inhabited 
were  34,393  inhabited  houses  in  the  Borough.  At  the  census 
of  1871  each  house  contained  an  average  of  5*2  persons. 

Annual  Ratable  Value. — The  annual  ratable  value  of  Ratable  value, 
property  in  Salford  as  assessed  by  the  Overseers  was  ;^792,974 
in  the  year  1879.  It  was  5 17,048  in  the  year  1871. 

Density. — The  mean  density  of  the  Borough  in  1879,  Density, 
expressed  as  so  many  persons  living  on  an  acre  of  ground,  was 
equal  to  34*4  per  acre,  in  the  year  1871  it  was  24-2. 

Population. — According  to  the  estimate  of  the  Registrar-  Population. 
General,  the  Borough  of  Salford,  in  the  middle  of  the  year  1879, 
contained  177,849  persons. 

The  populations  of  the  various  Wards  are  shown  in  Table  E, 
on  page  54.  These  populations  have  been  computed  on  the 
basis  of  the  increase  or  decrease  of  inhabited  houses  as 
enumerated  by  the  Overseers  at  the  rate  laying  in  each  year. 

The  natural  increase  to  the  population  of  Salford,  by  excess  Natural 
of  births  over  deaths,  was  2,746  during  the  year  1879.  Assum-  increase  of. 
ing  then  that  the  immigrants  and  emigrants  were  equal  in 
number,  the  Annual  Rate  of  Increase  of  population  upon  that 
of  the  previous  year,  was  equal  to  1*6  per  cent. 

Marriages. — 1,298  marriages  were  registered  as  having  been  Marriages, 
contracted  during  the  year  1879  in  the  Salford  Registration 
District,  against  1,564  and  1,478,  in  the  year  1877  and  1878 
respectively. 
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SECTION  XV.  marriage  rate  for  the  year — that  is  to  say,  the  rate  of 

persons  married  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  only  14*5. 
Depression  of  This  is  the  lowest  rate  recorded  during  the  last  ten  years,  and 
marriage-rate  in  is  less  by  12  per  Cent,  than  the  average  marriage  rate  of  Salford 
^  for  that  period.  Of  the  last  ten  years,  the  marriage  rate  was 

lowest  in  the  year  1870,  from  which  date  it  increased  almost 
without  intermission  up  to  its  highest  point,  20*3  in  the  year 
1876 ;  and  it  has  since  rapidly  declined  to  its  present  low 
figure,  which  exceeds  by  1*3  per  cent,  only  the  marriage  rate  Of 
all  England  and  Wales,  including  even  the  agricultural  districts^

Births.  Births. — During  the  year  1879  the  births  7,240  children 

were  registered  in  Salford,  as  compared  with  6,866  and  7,161 
in  the  years  1877  and  1878  respectively. 

The  births  during  the  past  year  were  equal  to  an  annual  rate 
per  1,000  living  of  40*1 ;  the  respective  birth-rates  of  the  two 
preceding  years  being  ^2*3  and  42*2.  Although  the  birth-rate 
of  Salford  in  1879,  as  compared  with  the  average  of  the  preceding 
five  years,  has  decreased  by  5*6  per  cent.,  it  still  remains  as 
formerly,  one  of  the  highest  birth*rates  in  the  Kingdom,  and 
exceeds  by  nearly  4  per  1,000  the  average  rate  of  the  23  “  large 
English  towns  ”  of  the  Registrar-General. 

Vaccinations  VACCINATIONS. — The  exact  proportion  of  vaccinations  to 

births  cannot  be  accurately  ascertained  until  a  considerable 
period  after  the  termination  of  the  year  in  which  the  births  are

Vaccinations,  Births,  Deaths. 
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recorded,  inasmuch  as  a  considerable  number  of  children  are  section  xv 
not  vaccinated  until  many  months  have  elapsed  beyond  the 
limit  allowed  by  law.  Consequently  I  am  unable  to  give  more 
recent  particulars  respecting  the  statistics  of  vaccination  than 
those  referring  to  the  year  1877.* 

In  that  year  there  were  returned  as  successfully  vaccinated 
86-5  per  cent,  of  the  total  births,  and  9*9  per  cent,  were  certified 
either  as  having  died  unvaccinated,  or  as  being  unsusceptible  to 
vaccination  ;  so  that  the  proportion  to  the  total  births  during 
1877  of  children  unprotected  by  efficient  vaccination,  was  only 
3*6  per  cent.,  against  4*5  in  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales, 
and  7’ I  in  the  Metropolis,  These  figures  show  that  we  have 
reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  manner  in  which  the  duty  of 
public  vaccination  is  performed  in  Salford.

Mortality. — The  rate  of  mortality  in  Salford  during  the  year  Deaths. 
1879  was  the  lowest  on  record.  The  District  Registrars  have 
reported  to  me  the  deaths  of  2,326  males  and  2,169  females— 
together  4,495  persons— ’ within  the  53  weeks  of  the  year.  This 
number  gives  an  annual  rate  of  mortality  equal  to  24*9  per 
1,000  j  in  other  words,  one  person  out  of  every  40  persons 
living  has  died  during  the  year.

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It  will  thus  be  seen  that  with  the  exception  of  the  first  section  xv 
quarter,  when  so  many  deaths  were  caused  by  the  unusually  ^ 

cold  weather,  &c,,  the  death-rate  of  the  various  quarters 
compares  favourably  with  their  respective  averages. 

Age  at  Death.— During  the  53  weeks  of  the  year  1879,  the  Age  at  death 
deaths  of  1,230  infants  under  one  year  old  were  registered. 

These  deaths  are  equal  to  27*4  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  at 
all  ages,  and  to  ly'o  per  cent,  of  the  births  registered.  2,215 
or  49*3  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  occurred  within  the  first 
5  years  of  life,  48  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  in  the  year  1877, 
and  52  per  cent,  in  1878  were  of  children  at  this  early  age.  872 
persons  or  19-4  per  cent,  died  at  the  age  group  5-40  years; 

700  or  15*5  per  cent,  at  the  age  40=60  years;  and  708  or  15-8 
per  cent,  at  the  age  60  years  and  upwards. 

Normal  Rate  of  Mortality. — The  normal  death-rate  of  Normal 
Salford,  calculated  on  the  life-table  standard,  with  due  corrections 
for  age  and  sex  distributions,  is  21-5  per  1,000,  viz.,  22*4  for 
males,  and  207  for  females.  The  Salford  rate  of  mortality  at 
all  ages  exceeded  the  corrected  normal  rate  by  15-8  per  cent. ; 
the  excess  was  21*0  per  cent,  among  males,  and  iO’6  per  cent, 
among  females. 


Mortality  amongst  Males  and  Females. — In  table  C,  on 
page  50,  the  number  is  shown  of  males  and  females  estimated  Mortality, 
to  be  living  in  Salford  in  the  middle  of  1879.  The  number  also 
is  shown  of  persons  of  each  sex  dying  at  certain  age  groups, 
and  the  corresponding  death-rates  are  given,  side  by  side  with 
those  of  the  English  life-table  at  corresponding  ages. 

On  carefully  examining  this  table,  we  perceive  in  what 
different  degrees  the  Salford  mortality  differs  from  that  of  the 
English  life-table,  at  the  various  age  groups.  Thus  :  at  the 
ages  5-40  years  the  Salford  rate  of  mortality  in  1879  was 
actually  less  than  the  life-table  rate,  whereas  amongst  children 
under  5  years  old  the  Salford  rate  exceeds  that  of  the  life-table 
by  32*0  per  cent.

Illegitimacy. — Out  of  a  total  of  7,240  children  born  during 
1879  in  the  Borough  of  Salford,  305  or  4*2  per  cent,  were 
illegitimate.  The  rate  for  1877  1878  was  equal  to  3’9  and 

3  8  per  cent,  respectively. 

The  presence  of  the  Workhouse  in  the  Regent  Ward  accounts 
for  the  excess  there  of  illegitimate  births.  During  the  53  weeks 
of  the  year,  48  illegitimate  births  were  registered  as  having 
taken  place  at  the  Workhouse.  When  these  births  are  deducted, 
the  rate  of  illegitimacy  in  Regent  Ward  is  not  excessive.

One  of  the  chief  uses  of  Table  C  is  to  demonstrate  how 
different  is  the  rate  of  mortality  amongst  illegitimate  infants  as 
compared  with  that  amongst  children  born  in  wedlock.  Taking 
the  average  of  the  whole  Borough,  we  find  that  the  proportion 
of  deaths  under  one  year  per  1,000  births,  is  344  amongst 
illegitimate  children,  against  162  amongst  children  legitimately 
born. 

The  illegitimate  death-rate  is  excessively  high  in  some  of 
the  Wards,  ranging  from  the  highest  714  and  705  per  i,oco  in 
the  Crescent  and  St.  Matthias’  Wards,  down  to  190  and  50  in 
Kersal  and  Islington  respectively.

Mortality  from  Specified  Causes. 

I.  Zymotic  Diseases. — To  the  first  or  Zymotic  class  of 
diseases,  893  deaths  were  referred  during  the  53  weeks  of  the 
year.  This  number,  which  is  equal  to  19*9  per  cent,  of  the 
total  mortality,  gives  an  annual  rate  of  4*9  per  1,000  persons 
living  at  all  ages,  against  5*9  and  6*4  in  the  years  1877  and 
1878. 


Seven  zymotics.  The  death-rate  from  the  seven  principal  infectious  diseases* 
was  equal  to  4-0  per  1,000  of  the  Salford  Population  during 
the  year.  It  was  highest,  5*4,  in  the  Greengate  Sub-District, 
and  this  was  also  the  case  in  the  two  preceding  years.  It  was 
3*8  in  Broughton,  3*7  in  Regent  Road,  and  3*3  in  Pendleton. 
In  the  Wards,  the  rate  was  lowest  in  Seedley,  and  highest  in 
Greengate. 


Zymotic  Zymotic  mortality  is  always  much  heavier  during  childhood 

mortality,  than  at  any  subsequent  period  of  life,  and  hence  it  is  essential 

chfidhood”  to  give  the  rate  under  five  years  per  1,000  living  at  that  age,  in 

order  to  obtain  a  faithful  expression  of  the  mortality  from  these 
most  important  diseases.  Thus,  the  Zymotic  mortality  at  the 
age  0*5  years  during  the  year  1879,  equalled  26*7  per  1,000; 
in  the  year  1878  it  was  equal  to  34*0  per  1,000,  and  in  1877  it 

was  equal  to  30-0.  At  all  ages  subsequent  to  the  first  cetal 

period  0*5  years,  the  Zymotic  death-rate  did  not  exceed  an 
average  of  one  per  1,000. 


Although  the  above  statistics  show  that  infectious  disease  has 
been  much  less  fatal  in  the  Borough  during  1879  than  in  the 
previous  years,  I  am,  nevertheless,  bound  to  make  the 
humiliating  confession  that  relatively  to  the  nineteen  towns 
of  England  for  which  the  Registrar-General  publishes  Zymotic 
returns  for  1879,  Salford  still  occupies  a  very  unenviable 
position.  She  is  bracketted  with  Liverpool  as  possessing  the 
highest  death-rate  from  infectious  disease. 


Smallpox.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  Smallpox  has  been  absent  from 

Salford  during  the  past  year,  notwithstanding  that  it  has  been 
prevalent  in  London,  where  458  deaths  were  referred  to  it. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Metropolis,  the  country  generally 
has  been  remarkably  free  from  Smallpox  during  the  year:  only 
three  deaths  have  been  attributed  to  it  in  the  “  nineteen  large 
English  towns,”  the  population  of  which  the  Registrar-General 
estimates  to  be  about  equal  to  that  of  London. 

Measles. — 193  deaths  were  referred  to  Measles  during  the 
Measles  year,  against  76  in  the  year  1878,  and  137  in  the  preceding 

year.  The  corrected  annual  average  for  the  previous  decade 
being  146. 


*These  are  Smallpox,  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Whooping 
Cough,  Fever  (including  the  three  principal  forms),  and  Diarrhoea.

The  disease  is  thus  shown  to  have  been  abnormally  prevalent  Abnormally 
in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  as  compared  not  only  with  the  Marc^qLner. 
monthly  average  for  the  year  1879,  but  also  with  that  of  the 
previous  ten  years.  The  mortality,  however,  during  the 
remaining  months  of  the  year,  does  not  greatly  differ  from  the 
average. 
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The  Measles  death-rate  in  Salford  at  the  age  0-5  years 
during  the  first  four  weeks  of  1879  was  equal  to  not  less  than 
sixteen  per  1,000  living  at  that  age.

The  average  rate  for  the  year  being  5-3  per  1,000,  against  3*0 
in  the  year  1878,  and  5’8  in  1877.  Compared  with  the  Measles 
death-rate  of  the  twenty  large  towns  during  1879,  the  Salford  Compared  with 
death-rate  compares  unfavourably.  In  equal  numbers  living, 
there  died  of  Measles  in  the  large  towns  59  against  78  in 
Salford.  In  the  March  and  June  quarter  of  the  year,  the 
Salford  Measles  rates  exceeded  those  of  the  large  towns  by  157 
per  cent. 

Scarlet  Fever. — The  deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever  during  the 
53  weeks  of  the  year  1879  numbered  203,  against  145,  ^ever. 

corrected  annual  average.  During  the  last  decade,  the  number 
of  deaths  from  this  disease,  corrected  for  increase  of  population, 
has  only  twice  exceeded  the  number  recorded  during  1879, 
viz.,  in  the  years  1869  and  1874,  when  the  deaths  numbered 
244  and  206  respectively. 

The  following  figures  show  the  monthly  number  of  deaths 
from  Scarlet  Fever  during  1879,  compared  with  the  corrected 
average  for  the  previous  decade  : —

Although  Scarlet  Fever  is  much  less  exclusively  a  disease  of 
childhood  than  is  Measles,  yet  we  find  that  by  far  the  heaviest 
incidence  of  the  disease  is  among  children  under  5  years,  as 
evidenced  by  the  fact  that  of  the  total  deaths  from  Scarlet 
Fever  during  1879,  no  less  than  72  per  cent,  occurred  in 
children  0-5  years  old.  Comparatively  few  of  those  deaths, 
however,  occurred  within  the  first  year  of  life.

We  see,  therefore,  that,  as  in  former  years,  the  disease  is  most 
prevalent  in  the  first  and  last  quarters ;  probably  the  greater 
overcrowding,  which  usually  obtains  at  these  seasons  among 
the  poor,  is  responsible  for  this ;  at  any  rate  a  similarly 
excessive  mortality  from  the  disease  has  been  noted  for  many 
years  past  during  the  winter  months  of  the  year. 


Diphtheria.  DIPHTHERIA. — 24  deaths  have  been  referred  to  this  disease 

during  the  year  under  report,  against  19  in  the  year  1878,  and 
13  in  1877. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  fatality  of  Diphtheria  varies  widely 
under  differing  circumstances.  As  far  as  the  death-roll  is  a 
guide,  the  Borough  does  not  appear  to  suffer  greatly  from  this 
disease  ;  but  I  shall  be  much  surprised,  if  on  the  passing  of  the 
Registration  Act,  we  do  not  find  Diphtheria  to  be  a  much  more 
prevalent  disease  in  Salford  than  the  above  moderate  mortality 
would  lead  us  to  suspect. 


Whooping- 

cough. 


Whooping-cough. — 53  infants  under  one  year,  85  children’ 
1-5  years,  and  6  persons  from  5-20  years — together  144  persons — 
died  of  Whooping-cough  during  the  year  1879,  as  compared 
with  132  in  1878,  and  102  in  1877  ;  the  uncorrected  decennial 
average  being  120.

Although  amongst  well-to-do  people  Whooping-cough  is 
seldom  a  fatal  complaint,  it  is  very  much  otherwise  amongst  the 
poor.  Over  and  over  again  have  I  protested  against  the 
common  but  most  unjustifiable  practice  of  treating  Whooping- 
cough  by  exposure  to  all  weathers  ;  but  so  far  as  one  can  judge 
from  the  bills  of  mortality,  it  is  of  little  use  to  caution  people, 
for  the  death-rate  from  Whooping-cough  still  continues  as  high 
as  formerly,  proving  that  poor  people  are  as  stubborn  or  as 
careless  about  the  care  of  their  children  in  the  “  chink  cough’’ 
as  ever  they  were. 

Fever. — The  term  fever  includes  three  principal  kinds  of  Fever, 
infectious  disease,  viz. — i.  Typhus  Fever;  2,  Enteric  Fever; 
and  3,  Simple  Continued  Fever. 

The  death-rate  from  fever  has  long  been  considered  to  be  a 
test  of  great  value  for  the  estimation  of  the  sanitary  condition 
of  a  locality. 

The  following  figures  show  the  rate  per  100,000  living  at 
which  the  various  diseases  which  are  classed  under  the  term 
“  fever  ”  have  been  fatal  during  the  last  few  years  : — ■

There  is  consequently  no  doubt  that  these  diseases  were  much 
less  fatal  in  1879  than  in  the  earlier  years  of  the  operations  of 
the  Health  Committee,  in  the  years  1869  instance. 

I  have  no  doubt  whatever  that  this  decrease  is  in  some 
degree  due  to  the  improved  sanitary  conditions  in  which  a 
considerable  number  of  the  population  now  live,  with  respect  to 
their  houses  and  the  sewering  and  scavenging  of  the  streets  and 
yards,  &c.,  but  I  am  confident  that  a  much  larger  share  of  this  Fever  mortality, 
immunity  is  due  to  the  vigilant  attention  of  the  Inspectors 
which  the  Sanitary  Authority  have  placed  at  my  disposal,  and 
I  am  equally  certain,  that  were  the  attention  of  the  inspecting 
staff  withdrawn,  the  mortality  from  fever  and  other  filth-bred 
diseases  would  return  to  almost  its  former  rate.

Typhus.  To  Typhus  Fever  four  deaths  were  referred  during  1879; 

they  were  sporadic  cases,  and  were  imported  from  outside  the 
Borough.  Looking  at  the  great  commercial  depression  and  the 
terrible  destitution  that  prevailed,  especially  during  the  earlier 
months  of  the  year,  it  is  a  matter  of  surprise  to  me  that  Typhus 
did  not  spread,  and  become  epidemic ;  especially  as  immigrants 
are  constantly  arriving  here  from  those  districts  where  Fever 
has  its  home.  We  have  much  reason  to  be  thankful  that  we 
have  been  spared  such  a  terrible  visitation. 

Enteric.  Although  during  the  wet  and  cold  weather  of  1879,  Enteric 

Fever  has  been  credited  with  less  than  the  average  fatality  in 
Salford,  still  52  cases  were  referred  to  it  in  that  year, — a  number 
fully  sufficient  to  convince  me  that  the  disease  still  holds  its 
place  as  one  of  the  Salford  endemics.  Possessing  such  a  water 
supply  as  that  with  which  she  is  favoured,  Salford  ought  not 
to  suffer  so  severely  from  this  filth  disease  as  the  above  figures 
indicate.  I  am,  however,  of  opinion  that  the  milk  supply  is 
frequently  to  blame  for  the  production  of  Typhoid  ;  although, 
failing  prompt  information  of  attacks  of  the  disease  as  they 
occur,  we  are,  of  course,  unable  to  trace  many  of  the  cases  to 
this  or  to  any  other  source.  In  the  case  of  this  disease,  as  well 
as  in  that  of  Scarlet  Fever,  we  may  expect  to  gain  much 
valuable  information  when  compulsory  powers  have  been 
obtained  for  the  registration  of  infectious  diseases. 

Continued.  Simple  Continued  Fever  accounts  for  six  deaths  only  during 
the  year,  and  as  these  were  for  the  most  part  cases  probably  of 
one  of  the  previously-mentioned  kinds  of  Fever,  little  further 
notice  of  them  is  necessary  in  this  place. 

Diarrhoea.  DiARRHCEA. — Next  to  Leicesrer,  Salford  holds  the  unenviable 

position  of  possessing  the  highest  Diarrhoeal  death-rate  of  all 
the  20  large  English  towns.  During  the  cold  and  damp 
autumn  of  1879,  Salford,  in  common  with  most  of  the  other 
Slight  mortality  towns,  experienced  a  comparatively  slight  mortality  from  this 
from  in  1879.  diseasc — 141  deaths  only  having  been  referred  to  it  in  that 

year,  as  compared  with  207  and  340  in  the  two  previous  years, 
and  320  the  corrected  annual  average.  Of  the  141  deaths,  122 
were  amongst  children  under  5  years  old,  and  88  of  infants 
under  12  months.  The  infantile  death-rate  from  Diarrhoea, 
per  1,000  children  born,  was  12*2  per  1,000  last  year,  against 
an  average  for  the  previous  5  years  of  2  7 ’8  per  1,000. 
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Mortal iiy  from  Constitutional  Diseases. 

I  would  draw  special  attention  to  the  Diarrhoea  chart  on  the 
opposite  page,  and  would  ask  comparison  between  it  and  the 
charts  for  the  two  previous  years  published  with  my  tenth  annual 
Report,  issued  in  September  last.  It  is  instructive  to  observe 
the  relation  between  certain  meteorological  conditions  there  set 
forth,  and  the  prevalence  or  otherwise  of  Diarrhoeal  mortality. 

In  my  next  annual  Report  I  purpose  to  consider  the  subject 
of  Infantile  Diarrhoea  more  fully,  having  accumulated  a 
considerable  amount  of  information  relative  to  the  local 
prevalence  of  the  disease. 

II.  Constitutional  Diseases. — The  diseases  referred  to 
this  class  accounted  for  792,  or  i7'6  per  cent,  of  the  total 
deaths  registered.  The  rate  of  mortality  was  thus  equal  to  4*4 
per  thousand  of  the  population  ;  a  mortality  principally  consisting 
of  deaths  from  Scrofulous  ailments,  which  alone  caused  3*8  per 
1,000  of  the  total  mortality  from  Constitutional  Diseases. 

The  death-rate  attributed  to  this  class  in  1879  differed  little 
from  that  in  the  years  1877  and  1878.  The  rate  was  lowest  3*1 
in  Broughton,  whilst  in  Regent  Road  and  Greengate  Districts 
it  equalled  5*1  and  6*4  respectively. 

Phthisis.—To  the  tubercular  order  of  this  class  belongs  that 
sadly  prevalent  disease,  Phthisis,  which,  during  1879,  accounted 
for  the  deaths  of  480  people,  as  compared  with  434  in  1878  and 
413  in  1877.  The  principal  incidence  of  this  disease  was 
among  persons  from  the  20th  to  the  60th  year,  during  which 
period  of  life  373  out  of  the  total  of  480  deaths  occurred.  The 
rate  of  mortality  from  this  disease  amongst  persons  at  this  octal 
period  was  4’2  per  1,000  which  is  almost  identical  with  the 
average  corresponding  rate  of  the  previous  decade. 

The  following  figures  give  the  rate  of  mortality  from 
Scrofulous  diseases  in  the  respective  districts  of  the  Borough.

The  accompanying  table  shows  in  what  proportion  the 
mortality  from  Phthisis  was  distributed  over  the  various  months 
of  the  year.  It  shows  also  the  relation  of  temperature  to  this 
disease,  and  to  other  diseases  of  the  Lungs  and  Air  Passages. 
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Cancer. — The  most  important  disease  in  the  Diathetic  order 
of  the  Constitutional  Class  is  Cancer,  which  seems  to  be  still 
holding  its  own  in  point  of  fatality.  To  one  or  other  of  the 
forms  of  this  disease,  66  deaths  were  referred  in  1879,  against 
80  in  the  preceding  year,  and  81  in  the  year  1877. 

III.  Local  Diseases. — This  class  of  diseases  furnished,  as 
usual,  a  heavy  contribution  to  the  total  bill  of  mortality. 

In  the  year  under  report,  2,167,  or  nearly  one-half  of  the 
deaths  from  all  causes,  were  referred  to  one  or  other  of  the 
diseases  forming  this  important  class. 

The  rate  of  mortality  from  local  diseases  was,  therefore,  equal 
to  12*0  per  1,000  living  at  all  ages.  The  rate  was  as  usual 
heaviest  at  the  two  extremes  of  life,  being  equal  to  36-9  per 
1,000  at  the  age  0-5  years,  and  54*0  per  1,000  amongst  persons 
over  60  years  old. 

The  mortality  was  heaviest,  14*4,  in  the  Greengate  Sub- 
District,  and  lowest,  9*0,  in  Broughton. 

The  principal  factors  making  up  this  heavy  contribution  to 
the  total  mortality  are  diseases  of  the  Lungs  and  Brain,  the 
former  having  caused  1,102,  and  the  latter  615  deaths. 

Table  H,  on  page  57,  shows  the  local  incidence  of  mortality 
from  Pulmonary  Disease  during  the  year  1879.  I  convinced 
that  a  relation  will  eventually  be  established  between  the 
prevalence  of  Phthisis  and  other  scrofulous  diseases,  and  of 
Acute  Lung  Diseases  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  existence  of 
imperfect  sanitary  condition  on  tbe  other  j  not  less  striking  than 
the  relation  which  we  now  know  to  obtain  between  such 
conditions  and  certain  diseases  of  the  Zymotic  class. 

For  information  as  to  the  ages  at  which  the  diseases  of  the 
Local  Class  were  fatal  in  1879,  the  reader  is  referred  to  table  G, 
on  page  56. 

IV.  Developmental  Diseases. — 516  deaths  were  referred 
to  the  diseases  comprising  this  class  during  the  year  under 
report,  of  which  not  less  than  31 1  occurred  within  the  first  year 
of  life.  These  deaths  were  equal  to  a  rate  of  mortality  of  2*9 
per  1,000,  which  is  almost  identical  with  the  rate  recorded  in  the 
two  preceding  years  ;  but  it  is  satisfactory  to  find,  that  compared 
with  former  years,  the  death-rate  under  this  head  in  the  past 
three  years  has  sensibly  declined. 

V.  Violent  Deaths. — The  mortality  referred  to  the  fifth 
class  of  disease  was  equal  to  07  per  1,000,  a  rate  which  does 
not  differ  materially  from  that  of  past  years.  Little  can  be  said 
concerning  the  deaths  returned  under  this  head,  beyond 
deploring  the  fact  that  such  carelessness  of  the  value  of  human 
life  is  manifested  by  the  public.
